Locarno Pact | 
Is Approved 
by Reichstag 


BERLIN, Nov. 26.—The Locarno 
treaties battle has been fought and 
won in Germany. The section of the 
bill in the reichstag covering the Lo 
carno treaties was passed in the sec: 
ond reading tonight, 271 to 159. After 
amendments to the second section oi 
the act, covering Germany’s entrance 
to the league of nations, had been re-, 
fused, 245 to 170, this section also was 
carried by an ordinary vote of lifted 
hands. No count was made. The third 
reading tomorrow, therefore, becomes 
a mere f lity. 

Throughout today’s debate, which 
hinged more on the internal than on 
the foreign policy, the house was vir- 
tually empty. Most of the time was 
spent by the Socialist and Nationalist 
spokesmen calling each other unbeau- 
tifyl names. 

Treaties’ Foes Beaten. 

The last attempt of the Nationalists 
to defeat the treaties’ approval failed 
today when efforts t6 enforce two 
months’ notice of the new laws, which 
might require a two-thirds majority, 
were’ defeated. The decision of the 
ministry of justice, already in the 
hands of the foreign affairs committee, 
will be read at the reichstag tomorrow, 
aftef which the final vote will be taken. 

Four hundred and thirty out of a 
total of 493 deputies were present to- 
night when the vote was taken.

Here’s a political yarn that just sim- 
ply won't down.

Baked Potato. 


If you have gorged, or if for any rea- 


son just now you wish to eat In a re 
strained and simple way, resort to 
baked potato. It has not many cal- 
ories, especially if you will eat it ina 
plebeian way, with salt and milk or 
cream, and so eaten it is soup, roast, 
and vegetable in one—being partly like 
all these, though as a soup more like 
what the Italians call “dry soups,” 
which are the macaronis and the like. 

Now how to bake potatoes! Note 
this: Almost always there are certain 
words in recipes that are easily over- 
looked while they need to stick up capl- 
tal size and more. Such words in a 
baked potato recipe are “wiped dry.” 
The potatoes—white or sweet—wheth- 
er to be rubbed with a fat or not—are 
best if wiped dry before they are put 
to ba ke.
